The Couultions Made A Permanent 


Indemnity For Tiie Powers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4,—Propositions 


of a far-reaching character concerning 
the Chinese question were presented in 
rapid succession to this government to- 
day. 
The state department- had no 


sooner disposed of one by a response to 
tke German government, when, in 
about a half hour, a mure important 
proposition from France, seconded by 
Russia, was submitted to the depart- 
ment. 
The department'^ answer to 


Germany covered the subject of pun- 
ishment of the gnilty parties in China 
und set forth the fact that the instruc- 
tions sent Minister Conger are along 
(he line of the German proposition, so 
far as proposing that the names ef the 
Chinese officials at fault be secured and 
it be determined if the punishment ac- 
cords with the gravity of the crime 
The I'ranoo-Bussian propositi m 
is 


much broader and submits a programme 
of negotiations for a complete settle- 
ment. M. Thiebaut, the French charge, 
handed the 
proposition to Secre- 


tary 
Hay shortly after noon 
and 


held a brief conference with him 
regarding it. A half hour afterward, 
M. de WolUnd, the Russian charge, ar- 
rived at the department and handed to 
Secretary Ilay a note expressing Rus- 
sia's approval of the French proposi- 
tion. The France-Russian proposition 
is under four heads: first, the punish 
ment of the guilty parties; second', 
the interdiction of shipments of arms in 
China; third, a permanent indemnity 
?or the 
powers; fourth, a sufficient 


gvarantee for the future. The note 
also suggests the formation of a per- 
manent legation guard in Fekiu, the 
razing of the Taka forts and the estab- 
lisbmant of a line of communications 
between Pekin and the sea.

SQUADRON. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Admiral Far 


qnhar, commander of the North Atlan- 
tic squadron, was at the navy depart- 
ment today, discussing the affairs of 
his fleet and his plans. It has been 
arranged for the squadron to go south, 
as usual, on its West Indian cruise.

The Alabama will be 
commissioned on Oct. 16th. 


THE PARLIAMENTARY ELECTION. 


LONDON, Oct. 5, 2:00 A. M.—The 


"khaki" boom has swept the country. 
Yesterday's polling showed a decided 
increase in the ministerialist majority, 
though the returns today and tomorrow 
from the ratal.dittriotp may tend, some- 
what to rehabilitate the conservative's. 
Few donbt that if the appeal to the 
voters had been made a month or two 
earlier, there would have been an even 
more remarkable outburst. The minis- 
terialists may congratulate themselves 
on being returned to power with larger 
majorities than ever. The workingmnn 
have decidedly spoken in favor of the 
war and the annexation of the repub- 
lics. Even liberal Scotland is feeling 
thei-force of the shock.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—In accordance 


with instructions from the war depart- 
ment, General McArthur, commander 
of the American forces in the Philip- 
pines, baa arranged for the immediate 
transportation from T»ku to Manila of 
the United States troops at Tien Tain 
and Pekiu. Not included in these are 
the Jegation gourds, to be maintained 
under the command of General Ghaffee. 
Nearly 4000 American soldiers will be 
sent to the Philippines'at once. Four 
large transports have been set aside for 
the purpose of conveying them. 


HART'S ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 


LONDOH, Oct. 4.—Lord Eoberts has

SERIOUS UPRISING AVBKTED. 


BAZELTON, PENS., Oct. 4.—A. serious 


uprising of tbe striking minors iu the 
dhamokin region was imminent for 
several hours, late to Jay, and » clash 
nearly occurred between armed depn- 
ties and a large body of strikers. Three 
thousand of the miners i s tern bled at 
Mount Carmel and started to march to 
Treborton, sixteen miles distant,- for 
tbe purpose of forcing the North Frank- 
lin mines to olose and getting the min- 
ers there to join in tbe atrike. They 
had gone about three miles, when they 
were met by officials of the Mine 
Workers' union, who induced them 
finally to abandon the trip. Meanwhile, 
hundreds ot deputies had been hurried 
to Treborton on special trains and a 
serious conflict could not have been 
avoided if tbe miners had ever reached 
the town. As a result of this disturb- 
ance, General Gobin tonight rescinded 
his order sending Battery O home tc 
morrow.

ntives abroad and the governments to 
which they arc- accredited. It can be in- 
terred that their general tenor has been 
highly favorable. 


"the encourasing cjtlook, has been 


brought atioat very Inrjjely by the harmo- 
nious sentiments which have dove-loped 
"between this government aud Germany 
concerning future events. Since hi« re- 
turn Secretary Hay ba« had H^enil con- 
ter^nces with Baron vou Stern berg, the 
Uf/rmun charge d'affaires, which huvc 
been of such a character as to show that 
the purposes of the two covernments 
were very much alike and that they were 
now proceeding toward a solution of the 
entire difficulty. 


The ShenK dispatch Riving the Chinese 


edict for the severe punishment of Prince 
'Tuan and his associate* hatt been accept- 
ed in the hichest German quarters ax evi- 
dence that China is disposed now 1o deal 
with the responsible parties as their of- 
fenses deserve. It al»o derejopcd the nt-n- 
timcnt thnt a dfr-lfiration of war agniimt 
China would be needless nnd that a solu- 
tion of the problem could be sectm-d 
through pacific channels. Altogether the 
uutlook is more Mitibfactoiy than ut nny 
time heretofore, not only for concurrent 
action bj the powers, but also for a com- 
prehensive Bettlejnent of the entire Chi- 
nese question. 


Effect of French Jfotf. 


"It is expected, however, that the at- 


Ic-ntiou of thin government will be turn- 
ed- within the next few weeks tu wime 
•entirely new phases brought up by the 
French note to the powers. There is no 
doubt os to the accuracy of (he foreign 
dispatches stntiiiK that M, Deleave, the 
French minister of foreign n (fairs, has 
addressed tt note t<> the powers proiio'-liig 
n general plan of dealing w i t h the sub- 
ject. This not undoubtedly will be in the 
hands of thl« government by the time the 
president rcturno, and nlrVinly there is 
considerable anxiety In fnieign quarter" 
at to the answer the Pnited Stntcf will 
moke. So far as this government Is con- 
ferned, however, there i« no reason to be- 
lieve the French propositions will meet 
with disfavor. 


Meantime plans fire under considera- 


tion by which the powers will see thiit 
China carries out her promises of pun 
lining the guilty partirs. The sinci-rily 
fif China being accepted, it is felt to be 
proper thnt the punishment she inflicts 
shall be carried out in such public man- 
ner, «-lther with the knowledge of the for- 
eign ministers or in their presence, that 
there can nc no question ns to the com- 
pleteness of China's repartition. The Ger- 
man government desires thnt this course 
be pursued, and there jipp'ws to ln> » 
general disposition to adopt sonic such 
bupervision of the punishments.

Told la Explanation oi the IJkeneM of a 
, 
Girl on the Face of a. Cliff. 


Many are the eyes that are turned daily 


to the picturesque statue that stands hun- 
dreds of feet above the busy village of 
Georgetown, Colo., incased, as it were, in a 
chiseled vault and placed, there in a most 
mysterious manner. With a silent vigil it 
looks down upon the busy populace, a sen- 
tinel of noiseless guardianship. Yet how 
few of the many who look upon the fair 
picture know of the legend connected 
therewith and the < sorrowful tale of by- 
gone times that is interwoven by Indian 
history with it. It was related to a pio- 
neer of Georgetown some thirty odd years 
ago by an old Indian with whom he 
camped in Middle park. The Indian's 
story, as near as tho frontiersman, who 
still lives there, could remember it, is as 
follows: 


There was gathered in the valley where 


Georgetown now stands, in tho early part 
of the century, a great meeting of the nu- 
merous tribes of Indians of the plains and 
mountains that had been at war as far 
back as the oldest chiefs could remember. 
A general desire for peace had been shown 
by the various tribes, and the council was 
for that purpose. 


Tho plains Indians had elected a power- 


ful chief of tho Cheyonnos, named Cor-nu- 
co-ya, while the mountain tribes had for a 
leader Tu-se-uow, noted far and wide for 
his excellent qualities in settling difficul- 
ties. 
Tu-so-now brought a 
beautiful 


daughter with him, whose name was Tah- 
kl. She was the pride of all the mountain 
tribes and was known far and wido for 
her wonderful beauty. For six years tho 
parley lasted and broke up in a row. A 
battle was fought and won by Cor-nu-oo- 
ya, during which Tu-so-now was killed 
and the beautiful maiden captured. 
Tho 


dead ""plains Indians were borne to the 
plateau at the head of Loavonworth canyon 
and buried. A number of years ago 
prospector driving a short tunnel in from 
the banks of tho creek encountered the re 
riming of sonio of tho warriors nnd numer 
ous arrow points, which goes to verify the 
tradition. 


After tho battle the maiden, refusing to 


become a slave to her captor, was son 
teuccd to bo burned at the stake. This 
aeutoncc was duly carried out. 
They not 


only burned her until life was extinct, biv 
until every vcstigo of her body was con 
sumud, ami ns the last*8iuall cloud of as 
cending smoke left tho spot of suffering 
there was a. terrible convulsion of nature 
Tho mountains trembled for a moment 
and the whole eastern face of what is now 
Republican mountain was hurled into tho 
\alloy, burying every plains warrior be 
nenth tho mountainous rook ncstlod in th 
heart of the town and now known as 
Chimney rock or Bunker hill. Tho cap 
tivo mountain prisoners who witnessoc 
tho cataclysm from a distant point cas 
their eyes to the mountain that had hnrlec 
destruction upon their enemies, and in the 
fuco ef tho broken cliff saw tho bcautifu 
maiden looking down upon them, and fo: 
many years after they paid annual visit 
to this beautiful valley to worship at th 
shrine of Tah-ki, tho beautiful Indian 
maiden.—Denver Republican.

The gull's 
eggs are so unlike those of the peewit that 
the persistence of the tradition that they 
are sold as ploveis' eggs is puzzling. 


Tho explanation is soitiewha't curious. 


The belief bad its origiu in a confusion 
of names, which is illustrated by u note 
of Sir Thomas Browne. Tho old Norfolk 
nnnieforthe black headed gull wus"puct," 
and these puets' eggs were formerly much 
more commonly used for food than pee- 
wits' eggs. Sir Thomas speaks of the 


puets, in such plentie about Horsey, that 


they sometimes bring them in carts to 
Norwich, and sell them at small rates, 
ftuu tho country people maUu use of their 
eggs in puddings and otherwise." The 
blnck headed gull was and to some ex- 
tent is still the principal wild contribu- 
tor to our egg supply, except the rock fowl 
of the coast. At tho celebrated gullery in 
Hcoulton Mere, in Norfolk, tho first eggs 
are generally laid in tbe middle of Murch, 
and nouo is taken after a curtain time, 
fixed yearly, according as tho season is 
early or late 
As late as 1800, according 


t6 Mr Tho was Southwell, irom 8,000 to 
9,000 eggs were taken annually from this 
one colony. Several of tbe ancient guller- 
ies of Norfolk are now extinct. That near 
VVangford was destroyed, according to the 
evidence of a warrener who remembered 
the "coddy moddies," as he called them, 
'by taking their eggs too close." On tho 
other hand, fresh colonies have been estab- 
lished elsewhere. 


In the markets in Holland all kinds of 


large birds' eggs appear for sale, and are 
presumably Intended to bo eaten 
Red 


shanks', greenshanks', and gortwits' are 
tho commonest in the market stalls of 
South Holland, but ono sees also the bright 
blue eggs of tho heron and those of wild 
ducks. Formerly n very largo trade was 
done in wild fowl eggs with tho shepherds 
of the isle of Tcxel. Tho north part of the 
"laxel"(as itis pronounced by tho Dutch] 
IB still called "eycr land"—"egg land"— 
and it was from this district thnt tho sup- 
ply was mainly drawn. In Frieslnnd, tho 
Dutch Norfolk, where meres, broads, 
heaths and wild fowl abound, tho shel- 
drakes' eggs aro ono of tho minor sources 
of pocket money to the villagers. Shel 
drakes Hkp to nest in u burrow, in which 
they would normally lay ono setting ol 
eggs and then hatch them off. Tho Fries- 
landers provide ready made burrows, from 
which a dozen nesting chambers radiate. 
These artificial nests arc made in a grass 
covered sand hill, a loose turf being laic 
over each nesting chamber, which is re 
moved when tbe egg is taken, and thai 
replaced. Tho strangest part of this ar 
rnngcment Is tho tamoness of the birds. 
Several females use the same entrance ant 
will allow themselves to bo handled. The; 
jo on laying regularly, liko hens, nntl 
she mlddlo of June, when they are allowot 
to sit. Tho late Mr. II. Durnford, tho firs 
English naturalist who described tho wile 
life of the Friesian islands, rioted that end 
villager generally owned ono of tljoso shol 
drake lodging houses, nnd that they wort 
scrupulously honest In not taking oiicl 
others' eggs. 


This is greatly to the credit of tho Frio 


sians, because egg stealing Is not only an 
almost universal fraility among rustics, 
of whatever nation, but is tho only form 
of crime which is , generally recognized 
and labeled as larceny in tho animal com- 
munity. Kvery bird knows thnt the other 
bird's eggs are that bird's property. It is 
not like u young one, but a chattel, and 
there is a distinct criminal class among 
birds which knowingly steal eggs, just as 
there is a respectable class, the great ma- 
jority, who know thnt they have to guard 
against this. Betwixt and between there 
is a doubtful stratum, represented in this 
country by rooks, starlings (which take 
larks' eggs), and gulls, who are not habit- 
ual criminals, but are liable to stray when 
temptation conies.' Tho' professional egg 
stcnlers among our birds are tho carrion 
crow, tho magpie, the jay., and tho ]nck- 
daW. They have no misgivings whatever 
as 'to tho edible properties of all eggs, 
though wo never knew an instance of them 
stealing from each other. They are perfect- 
ly awaro that they aro stealing, and their 
whole air nnd demeanor when so employed 
is different to that which they wear when 
hunting for legitimate food. 


The following cases may bo cited: In 


April, 1890, n wild duck was disturbed 
from her nest in n copao in tho isle of 
Wight 
An hour later a pair of crows 


found the nost. It held 11 eggs, rather too 
ninny for two crows' breakfasts. They in- 
vited n few friends, ate all tbe eggs nnd 
then began such a chorus of croaks and 
shouts that tho crime- was suspected Kv- 
ery egg wns gone before a single crow ut- 
tered a sound. In Holland two magpies 
found a pheasant sitting.' They waited 
nntil early next morning and then sot to 
work at daybreak, when their proceedings 
were watched. Ono went behind thfepheus- 
nnt-and pecked Us tail till tbe bird turned 
round and rnsbcri at the magpie. The oth- 
er magpie at once spiked an egg nnd flew 
off. 
Two jackdaws which had a nost in n 


hollow trco near a house in Suffolk showed 
a touching affection' for a bantnm hen. 
They hopped n boot tho yard in her com- 
pany, ato out of the plate of food sot down 
for tho bantam nnd wore innch com- 
mended. Tho bantam bad a nest In the 
garden known to tho household. As no 
rg&i were visible for some days a watch 
was kept

Left to itself, each molecule 
would wear out its energy and fritter It off 
ntotho space about it, ultimately running 
completely down, as surely as any human 
made machine whose power is not irom 
time to time restored. If then it shall 
come to pass in some future age that tbo 
gun's rays fail ns, tho temperature of tho 
globe must gradually sink toward tho ab- 
solute zero—that Is to suy, the molecules

Before tbo patent log carre Into ex- 


istence the old fashioned chip log was the 
only means of measuring n ship's rate ol 
sailing. It bus ono advantage over tin 
former, Inasmuch as a vohscl's speed cun 
be told by It at any given Instant, while 
the patent log is mainly useful lor record 
ing a considerable distance run. The old 
fashioned log consists of four pieces— 
namely, the log chip, the reel, tho lino 
and the Rand glass

that it will flout upright on the water, nm 
to which the log lino is fastened in the 
same way thnt a bow kite is rigged to re 
coivo tho string.

It is the practice of the navigator to call 
Eight bells t" everyday when he observes 
he sun to cross the meridian and to im- 
mediately turn the bands/ of the clock to 


but as he oannot determine the noon 


point exactly you will understand that th'o 
hip's clock at its best is not perfeotly re- 
id We. Remember that four minutes of 
time is equal to one whole degree, or 60 
miles, of longitude.

Let us suppose that by an observation of 


she sun we figured out that when the alti- 
tude was measured the time at the ship 
was 3:35 o'clock in the afternoon. Now, 
at the instant that the height of the sun 
was determined the chronometer repre- 
senting Greenwich time showed 6:53 
o'clock p. in. Consequently the difference 
between the two times is proved by sub- 
traction:

wich. What is there to prove that tho ship 
is in west longitude!1 Why, tho tlmo at 
Greenwich is 4 hours 20 minutes later 
than the time at ship, and this shows that 
Greenwich must lie oast of us, because 
when it is 5 o'clock in tbe afternoon in 
England it is only noon hero in New York, 
tbe sun having crossed tho meridian of 
Greenwich five hours before it crossed ours.

Owing to 
the steepness of the general elope the up- 
per cifles of the orovasses frequently stood 
us \\-all.s, which rose tn front of us in 
ascending and werp the most troublesome 
of- all the obstructions to overcome.

eral times after wearily, thread ing our way 
through a'luazeof intersecting fractures 
for an .hour or more an impassable gulf or 
a vertical wall bafcred farther progress. A 
retreat'.ind iinottier attempt were .then the 
only resources. 


Our advance was slow even on unbroken 


slopes, ns we were roped together, and ifc 
was necessary foj safety thai some ol Jibo 
party should always Jjave a firm .hold in 
the snOw,,-witb alpenstocks while others 
were advancing.-, Once we'were in danger 
of a disaster,. While crossing a steep snow 
slope diagonally and,,having a yawning 
crevasse 'immediately, below us the man 
next the rear end of tho line slipped and 
slid' down the slope,on his back to the very 
brink of the yawning gulf. 
Unfortunate- 


ly the man, behind jhiin at that critical 
moment removed his alpenstock from the 
snow, was jerked .from his feet and, shoot- 
ing bend fb:st down the steep incline,' dis- 
appeared over $h«i edge of the crevasse, A 
severe strain came on the .rope, but, the 
three men in advance held fast with their 
alpenstocks. Before .assistance could bo' 
extended to the man dangling in iiiiduir 
in the'crevaesa bVdlimbod tho taut rope 
and stood unharmed among us oncomore. 
'l*ho only unfortunate result of tho acci- 
dent v^us the loss of an alpenstock.—"Im- 
pressions of Mouni Rainier," by Israel C.

among tho novelties offorud by florists, but 
tho original is the rose of Jorioho. Along 
the slioros of the Dead si;n, fur enough 
uwny to bo dut of tho rcacli>of tho death 
dtaliiig vapors and tho halt spniy, grows 
thia rwjc, a littlo plant fruited in juuny u 
legendary story, which, when riponoil, 
rolls np its sprays and brauuhes into "a 
curious little brown bull. 


Tho desert winds finsip off Its dry stem 


and whirl tho seemingly diwl littlo ball 
away over sandy plains liko n feather 
weight. After it, chances tn reach soino 
dump place, In about ton d.-i^'s, tho mois- 
'tnre has wrought i> miracle., for the ouco 
dead is ulUe again, green unrl Crowing. 


The ol«l limo pilgrims, who brought 


back this plant with them from the Holy 
Land, told woncferful tales of its po\\er to 
bloom out on Christinas day and gave it 
the nnmo of resurrection flower. Another 
old legend iinmcs it St. Mary's rose, 1,-c- 
canso it is said that when Joseph and 
Mary were tloeing from 
Egypt one of 


thcso flowers grow from every spot whoro 
thoy halted to rest. 


The dry ball, when tinfolding, drops 


its seed, and from thcso it may bo culti- 
vated as an annual. To resurrect these 
dry b'alls it is simply necessary to kcon 
them standing in glasses of water, im- 
mersed about; half way to tho top of their 
branches. Tho expansion is merely a 
mechanical, spongeliko process. 


Tho botanical name of tho rose of Jeri- 


cho is anastatica, from auastasis, resurrec- 
tion. 
Xhoro are other species of resurrec- 


tion plants, but tlujy arc not soattraoti-vc 
as their Doad sc;» relative, which, ultlvough 
i| has very little beauty, has an honored 
place among flowers because of the intiny 
fancies and associations it calls up and 
its peculiar development. — Philadelphia 
Times.

' "My experience with a runaway balloon 
aft Yorktown has in it a lesson to aero- 
nauts who ascend upon the borders of dan- 
gerous territory," said General Fitz-Joha 
Porter. "My balloon bad ,tantalized the 
Confederates for 'many days. They saw 
that it was doing some very valuable -spy 
work and tried in every way to bring it 
down. I was wholly unprepared for a 
flight into space, and it was uiuWo.nder 
that under'the circumstances I gained 
control of myself and of the machine and 
made the ascent a valuable one from a 
military point of viaw. The accident "to 
my safety ropes was a most,extraordinary 
one. In faci that part of the affair was 
no accident at all. 
It was tho result of a 


plot. Tho accident lay in the fact that I 
came near being tbe victim of the plot in- 
stead of a member of the balloon corps. 


"I made the ascent just at tho tirno by 


special direction of General McClellan, 
who wished mo to take some obsorvotiona 
of affairs inside the Confederate 'llCos, 
with a -view to ordering an IniniiHrluto at- 
tack. This was wholly unexpected by the 
balloon corps. It seems that a certain 
member of tho corps was a new arrival in 
the camp, nnd as he ranked n little above 
some of tho.old hands they were joulous 
of him and made up their minds that the 
best way to get rid of him was to havo an 
accident happen to tbe balloon under bis 
management. 
They deliberately removed 


all the safety ropes but ono, and to that 
they applied acid, Which cut tho strands 
almost in two. 
The moment the balloon 


ascended far enough to strain tho remain- 
ing strands they parted, and the airship, 
with its occupant, who happened to bo 
myself, leaped into space. 


"With every.confidence iu the balloon 


cords, I ontorcd tho basket hastily, not 
noticing that there was only ono safety 
ropo, nnd ordered tho men to cast off. 
bad my field glass out nnd was sweeping 
the flold with it, unconscious of what was 
taking placo with tho balloon, until I felt 
myself flying upward far beyond the usual 
limit. A glance downward told mo thnt 
thu balloon was running u\uiy. At first I 
was uncertain what to do, because, it was 
,a now situation for mo. As a rulo Profcs 
sor Lowe, tho chief aeronaut, had aocnm 
paniod me, and I had loft tho manage 
rnont of tho balloon to others. 


"Supposing ono of tho Biuull ropns dun 


gling in tho basket to be a \ah» ropo, J 
atteinpted to pull it and let myself down 
It did not work. Seeing another ropi 
dangling in tho rigging, I climbed out 01 
tho basket nnd grabbed that, with hotter 
success. I noticed that I was ascending 
through a stratum of escaping gus. 


"I knew that I had control of the bal 


loon und determined to carry out tho ob 
joot of the nscousion. I had my glans \vltl: 
me nnd swept tho wholo flold around 
Yorktown, up tho peninsula tu Richmond, 
down toward Fort Monroo und Norfolk. I 
saw tho fleets in the harbor, I saw, the 
camps of the oiiumy along the .TninoH river 
and around Richmond, with their llaga 
(lying. Bononth mo was Yorfctown, und 
tho horscq iu tho streots appeared to bo 
ants, while columns of soldiers wore mov- 
ing masses of little specks. 


"JMy second startling sensation was 


when 1 found that by letting out some 
liioruof (he, gas I dropped in to a current of 
air which swept 1110 over tho enemy's 
camps. That meant capture, tho loss of 
tho balloon and the failure of tho expedi- 
tion. For tho moment I was unconscious 
of everything oxuept that I wished to g''t 
the balloon again under control :uul back 
into tho current of air which I paisod 
through farther down, that was blowing 
in u contrary direction. 
One thing I ilirl 


notico, and that was tbut tho Confederate 
soldiera woro running out of their camps 
and ohoerlnj; in the expectation probably 
that I would descend among thorn. 


"Tho current I was in wtib rapidly bear- 


ing mov.ost, f.ir into this onomy'n terri- 
tory, and I pulk'l tho valve until tho bal- 
loon sunk into ft stratum of air moving 
directly oast. 1 pulled with all iriy strength 
and felt tho balloon sinking rapidly. 
As 


the gas left the silk bag the Jatur fell over 
and formed a sort of parachute with tho 
air beneath it. 
This caused tho wholo 


machine to sway and mado mo \ory dizzy 
and uncomfortable. 
As soon as I found 


my course changed to tbe oast I took my 
glass and examined tho camp where I 
thought I would full. I saw the stars and 
Stripes there, and' thnt reassured mo. I 
thon gave all, ray attention to personal 
safety/ 


"At first I thought I was about to bo 


oatight in a tall tree, but I 03011 pod that 
and thon floated over long linos of stacked 
bayonets. I did not relish being imp.iled 
upon them and gave the valvo another 
pull, bringing tho balloon down upon a 
fiont. I was in the camp of the Soventy- 
second Pennsylvania, Baxter's zouaves. 
Tho men had been excited spectators of 
the flight of tho balloon, but they nil sup- 
posed that' its occupant was Profespor 
Lowo. I wore no insignia of rank. I did 
not undeceive thorn. 
They told mo that 


when the balloon was seen making in tho 
direction of tho Confederate camps n body 
of our cavalry had taken tho field and rid- 
den out with tho intention of charging 
into tho enemy's lines to recover tho runa- 
way. 


'I had landed more than a mile from 


headquarters, and after giving directions 
for packing and shipping tho balloon I 
borrowed a horse and rode to General Mc- 
Glellan's headquarters. The general was 
astonished to see "mo safe nnd sound. 
He 


said that when ho saw the tidlloon speed 
ing through the air toward Dixie bo had 
begun to speculate upon whom he should 
appoint in my place as director of tbe 
siege of Yorktown, for >ny troops weio al- 
ready in close contact with tho.onoray and 
engaged in very difficult operations under 
my personal direction 


"The extent of my flight in that runa- 


way I havo never boon ablo to determine, 
i circled around above our own camps, 
over Yorktown 
and 
tTie 
Confederate 


camps, moving book nnd forth gome dis- 
tance. At tho timo I estimated I was 
1,600 feet above the ground at, tho highest 
point. I may havo been farther than that. 
I know tho entire peninsula, from 70 to 
80 mUof) in length and 30 to 40 in breadth 
appeared to be no larger than a man's 
hand. Our camp, some miles in extent 
and holding from 70,000 to 80,000 boys in 
blue, sooniod no lurgor than a 10 con 
piece. "—Now York Sun.
